Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1947. 

I  commenced  duty  as  Medical  Officer  on  the  11th  August 
taking  over  from  the  Acting  Medical  Officers,  Dr.  Sumption  in  East 
Dean,  and  Dr.  Carson  in  Lydney. 

In  the  case  of  West  Dean  the  post  had  remained  vacant  since 
the  death  of  Dr.  E.  W.  Battle  in  March. 

I  am  grateful  to  Drs.  Sumption  and  Carson  for  the  help  they 
gave  me  and  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Dr. 
E.  W.  Battle  who  gave  so  many  years  of  faithful  service  as  family 
doctor  to  the  people  of  a  large  part  of  West  Dean. 

In  order  to  bring  this  report  within  the  prescribed  limits  I 
have  found  it  necessary  to  shorten  the  reports  of  the  Sanitary  In¬ 
spectors  and  to  incorporate  them  in  my  report. 

I  am  grateful  to  these  officers  for  the  help  they  have  given  to 
me  since  my  appointment.  I  have  also  to  thank  the  three  surveyors 
for  the  help  that  they  have  given  me  in  compiling  this  report. 

There  are  a  few  points  I  should  like  to  draw  your  attention  to. 
There  were  no  maternal  deaths  throughout  the  three  districts. 
The  37  deaths  under  a  year  to  the  954  live  births  in  the  year  com¬ 
pared  favourably  with  the  National  infant  mortality  rate  of  41  per 
1,000  live  births. 

This  rate  is  accepted  as  a  sensitive  index  of  the  standard  of 
living  of  the  people. 


The  housing  conditions  throughout  the  district  remains  very 
bad,  the  new  houses  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  do  not,  as 
yet,  and  taking  the  district  as  a  whole,  meet  the  excess  of  births 
over  deaths.  The  extensive  programme  now  being  undertaken 
does  promise  considerable  relief. 

The  weather  during  the  year  was  exceptional.  The  first 
three  months  were  very  cold  especially  February  which  was  the 
coldest  since  1895.  The  melting  of  the  very  heavy  snow'  during 
March  caused  the  highest  Wye  floods  since  1795.  A  number  of 
houses  were  flooded  at  Lydbrook,  at  Redbrook  and  at  Brock  weir. 

By  remarkable  contrast  this  was  followed  by  the  driest  autumn 
on  record.  There  was  a  period  of  absolute  drought  of  38  days. 

This  caused  considerable  strain  on  the  water  supplies  for  the 
rest  of  the  year.

Tuberculosis. 

Death  Rate.  This  has  averaged  0.77  per  1,000  living  over  the 
last  six  years.  This  is  higher  than  the  County  rate  of  0.565  or  the 
National  rate  of  0.657. 

There  is  little  difference  between  different  parts  of  the  district 
except  that  the  22  deaths  in  the  last  six  years  in  the  parishes  of 
Ruardean  and  Drybrook  together  suggest  a  higher  rate  of  1.1  per 
1,000  here. 

The  rate  of  the  district  was  1.4  in  the  years  1915-18  but  fell 
.soon  after  the  first  war  to  0.5  (1922-27)  but  thereafter  has  been  at 
its  present  rate.

Water  Supply. 

East  Dean  Parish  Waterworks  at  Greenbottom  is  the  largest 
water  undertaking  in  the  district.  Water  is  obtained  from  an  adit 
and  from  two  deep  wells  at  Greenbottom  and  is  pumped  to  reservoirs 
on  Littledean  and  Ruardean  Hills. 

This  supply  serves  most  of  the  East  Dean  Parish  with  Ruardean, 
Littledean  and  part  of  Mitch eldean. 

Owing  to  the  exceptionally  dry  weather  it  was  found  necessary 
to  curtail  the  supply  from  the  13th  October  until  the  end  of  the  year 
and  in  some  parts  of  the  district  it  was  only  possible  to  give  three  or 
four  hours  supply  daily. 

The  quantity  of  water  pumped  during  the  year  was  141,105,000 
gallons  or  22.5  gallons  per  head  per  day  of  population  served.

Joys  Green  Ward  of  the  parish  of  Lydbrook  in  the  West  Dean  District 
is  supplied  from  this  source  by  meter. 

Analysis  :  Two  samples  were  taken  from  the  mains  and  sent  for 
analysis  during  November  and  were  reported  on  as  satisfactory. 

The  water,  is  of  course,  chlorinated. 

Mitcheldean  Water  Company  supplies  part  of  Mitcheldean 
mostly  through  standpipes.  The  source  is  a  spring  which  feeds  a 
reservoir  from  which  the  water  gravitates  without  pumping.  Samples 
taken  from  supply  taps  and  from  the  springs  were  unsatisfactory 
and  representations  were  made  to  the  Water  Company  to  increase 
chlorination.  The  water  is  presumed  to  come  from  limestone. 
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Blakeney  Village.  This  is  supplied  by  public  and  private  wells. 
A  bacteriological  analysis  of  the  water  from  the  public  well  in  August 
was  unsatisfactory.  This  well  was  liable  to  serious  contamination 
from  drainage.  The  Council  are  taking  steps  to  provide  standpipes 
connected  to  the  East  Dean  supply  as  quickly  as  possible.  A  notice 
warning  people  to  boil  the  water  was  put  on  the  well. 

Awre  supplied  by  wells.  Three  samples  taken  were  unsatis¬ 
factory  and  users  warned  to  boil  the  water. 

Longhope  dependent  solely  on  wells. 

Blaisdon.  Seventeen  houses  are  supplied  by  a  local  spring 
supply  which  is  piped  into  these  houses.  Another  six  houses  depend 
on  a  standpipe  from  this  supply.  Otherwise  this  parish  is  dependent 
on  wells. 

Churcham  and  Huntley  are  dependent  on  private  wells  which 
are  liable  to  dry  up.  These  parishes  are  in  the  Gloucester  area  of 
supply. 

The  District  Council  now  supplies  74  per  cent,  of  the  houses 
in  their  area  of  supply  with  mains  water  and  intend  to  supply  all 
reasonable  parts  of  the  district  as  soon  as  sufficient  water  is  available. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Cinderford  with  Ruspidge  and  part  of  Drybrook  are  served  by 
the  Soudley  sewage  works.  Littledean  and  Mitcheldean  each  have 
a  small  sewage  works. 

11  connections  to  the  sewer  were  made  during  the  year. 

13  premises  made  improvements  to  sanitary  accommodation 
with  drainage  to  tanks  and  filter  beds. 

8  improvements  in  the  provision  of  W.C.’s  and  baths. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  collect  refuse  weekly  from  the  greater  part  of  the 
East  Dean  Township.  Isolated  parts  of  Drybrook  and  Ruspidge 
wards  and  Blakeney  Hill  ward  are  served  by  contractors. 

Ruardean,  Littledean  and  Blakeney  are  served  weekly  by  con¬ 
tractors. 

Contractors  also  serve  Awre  village  and  Mitcheldean  village 
fortnightly  and  the  outskirts  of  Mitcheldean  fortnightly.

Tuberculosis. 

It  was  noticed  in  January  that  the  number  of  cases  on  the 
tuberculosis  register  had  increased  and  especially  so  for  the  parish 
of  Lydbrook.  Consequent  upon  this  representations  were  made  to 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Mass  Radiography 
Unit  visited  Lydbrook  in  September.  A  large  number  of  the 
employees  of  the  Cable-works,  of  the  Arthur  and  Edward,  and  of  the 
Cannop  colleries  and  a  large  number  of  the  public  of  Lydbrook  were 
examined.  Altogether  1,340  were  examined  and  12  cases  of  active 
tuberculosis  were  discovered.  A  number  of  inactive  cases  were 
discovered  and  of  these  7  were  notified.

Water  Supply. 

The  whole  of  the  Rural  District  is  covered  by  the  Council’s 
water  undertaking.  Seventy  per  cent,  of  the  dwelling-houses  are 
directly  connected  to  the  main  supply  and  another  three  per  cent, 
are  supplied  through  10  standpipes  in  various  parts  of  the  district. 

The  Waterworks  are  situated  at  Redbrook  and  the  source  of 
water  is  a  deep  well  at  the  works  and  springs  arising  between  the 
works  and  Staunton.  The  reservoir  is  situated  at  Staunton  and  the 
water  is  chlorinated  before  being  pumped  there  for  distribution. 

The  building  development  since  the  war,  the  extension  of  the 
water  carriage  method  of  sanitation  and  industrial  development 
have  caused  a  greater  consumption  of  water. 

The  drought  in  August  and  the  first  part  of  September  caused 
the  demand  to  exceed  the  supply  and  daily  restrictions  had  to  be 
applied  in  all  parts  of  the  district.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Council 
to  augment  the  supply  by  the  Lime  Kilns  Springs  at  Lydbrook. 
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Bacteriological  analysis  were  made  regularly  of  the  water  from 
*  the  well  and  springs  and  from  the  reservoir  and  different  parts  of  the 
distribution  system  and  were  satisfactory  even  before  chlorination. 

The  water  is  hard  and  not  plumbosolvent  but  the  use  of  lead 
pipes  is  very  small.  Periodical  chemical  analysis  were  made. 

Water  samples  were  also  taken  as  follows  : — 

Three  samples  from  a  private  supply.  Two  of  these  were 
unsatisfactory  and  Pasteur-chamberlain  filters  used  and  the 
other  sample  was  then  satisfactory. 

Three  samples  from  the  spring  supplying  Newland  Camp 
occupied  by  squatters.  These  were  unsatisfactory  and  the 
Councils  main  supply  was  then  made  available. 

Drainage  and  Sanitation. 

The  present  lack  of  system  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  from  the 
urban  parts  of  the  rural  district  gives  rise  to  considerable  nuisance. 
Especially  is  this  so  in  Coleford  and  in  those  parts  overlying  coal 
measures  as  the  coal  seams  are  interleaved  with  those  of  clay. 

Two  successful  rat  poisoning  campaigns  were  carried  out  in 
the  culvert  used  as  a  sewer  in  Coleford.

A  sample  was  taken  of  cooling  ponds  connected  with  a  colliery 
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and  was  reported  on  as  unsatisfactory.  This  pond  contained  pit 
water  and  the  manager  was  requested  to  fence  it. 

Another  unsatisfactory  sample  was  obtained  from  a  disused 
clay  pit  and  a  request  was  made  to  the  owner  to  fence  it.

A  sample  of  mineral  water  produced  in  the  district  was  found 
to  contain  0.54  parts  per  million  of  lead.  This  was  traced  to  de¬ 
fective  tin  lining  of  “  block  tin  ”  lead  pipe  used  to  convey  aerated 
water  at  the  factory,  and  this  piping  has  been  replaced  by  Pyrex 
glass  piping  and  fittings.

Infantile  Paralysis. 

During  this  year  the  country  encounter  the  worst  epidemic  of 
this  disease  that  it  has  ever  known. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  epidemic  four  cases  arose  in  Lydney 
within  two  days  of  each  other.  Two  cases  arose  previous  to  these 
making  six  altogether.  All  were  definite  cases. 

Tuberculosis. 

Death  Rate  :  The  25  deaths  over  the  last  five  years  give  a 
Death  Rate  of  0.5  per  1,000  living.  This  compares  favourably  with 
the  County  rate  of  0.565  and  the  National  Rate  of  0.657. 

There  is  no  indication  of  any  difference  in  any  part  of  the 
district.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  rate  rose  to  1.1  after  the 
First  World  War  but  fell  until  it  reached  0.28  in  the  years  1935-39.

Water  Supply. 

Lydney  is  supplied  from  an  adit  at  Ferneyley.  The  water  is 
pumped  to  a  reservoir  at  a  high  level  in  Aylburton  parish  from 
which  it  gravitates  to  Lydney. 

This  supply  is  augmented  by  a  supply  from  a  level  known  as 
Tufts  level.  Both  these  sources  are  chlorinated  before  entering  the 
mains. 
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Aylburton.  Some  houses  are  supplied  from  the  Lydney  supply 
and  Aylburton  Common  is  supplied  from  a  well  “  Hollywell.” 

This  supply  is  insufficient  in  quantity  and  a  bacteriological 
analysis  showed  it  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Alvington.  A  number  of  houses  are  supplied  by  the  Lydney 
supply. 

Woolaston.  A  spring  connected  to  a  reservoir  serves  a  number 
of  houses. 

Tidenham.  This  parish  is  in  the  Chepstow  Water  Company’s 
area  of  supply.  The  lower  and  more  southernly  part  is  supplied  by 
this  company’s  mains.  The  higher  and  more  scattered  part  is 
dependent  on  wells  and  rain  water.  During  August  the  wells 
became  dry  and  a  500  gallon  tank  was  filled  daily  by  haulage. 
This  was  so  placed  as  to  be  convenient  for  distribution  and  was 
continued  for  seven  weeks  at  a  cost  of  £70. 

St.  Briavels.  The  Barrow  Well  springs  arise  at  nearly  the 
highest  point  in  this  village  and  are  collected  by  small  reservoirs 
and  piped  to  two  standpipes.  Several  small  private  tanks  take  the 
overflow  from  these  reservoirs  and  supply  a  number  of  private 
houses.  Even  so  an  overflow  runs  to  waste  even  in  summer.  The 
water  is  a  good  one. 

Outside  the  village  the  scattered  cottages  and  small  holdings 
are  dependent  on  wells  and  springs.

Sewerage. 

Most  of  the  houses  in  Lydney  are  connected  to  the  sewer  which 
discharges  untreated  into  the  River  Severn. 

A  number  of  houses  in  the  Tidenham  parish  connect  to  a  sewer 
which  discharges  crude  into  the  River  Wye. 

Otherwise  sewage  disposal  throughout  the  district  is  by  con¬ 
servancy  methods. 

Swimming  Pools. 

There  are  two  in  the  district. 

Beachley  Swimming  Pool.  Privately  owned. 

Four  samples  of  the  water  in  this  pool,  one  taken  at  each  end  on 
two  separate  occasions  were  all  reported  on  as  satisfactory. 

Bathurst  Swimming  Bath. 

Four  samples  of  the  water,  one  taken  at  each  end  on  two  sep¬ 
arate  occasions  were  all  reported  on  as  not  satisfactory. 

In  view  of  the  epidemic  of  infantile  paralysis  that  was  raging 
the  baths  were  closed  in  August. 
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See  Cream. 

Twelve  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  bacteriological 
analysis  during  the  year. 

Four  of  these  taken  at  the  beginning  of  September  were  reported 
on  as  very  unsatisfactory  and  the  producers  were  asked  to  stop 
producing. 

Subsequently  the  producer  who  produced  two  of  these  samples 
obtained  a  satisfactory  report.  The  other  two  producers  had  reports 
“not  entirely  satisfactory."
